A  new  director  has  been  appointed  for 
the  ASBYU  Student  Involvement  Office. 
The  appointee  will  fill  the  vacancy  created 
Sept.  21  when  the  office’s  former  director 
was  dismissed. 

Barclay  Bums,  chief  of  staff  to  ASBYU 
President  Rob  Miller,  will  lea'  s  his  pre¬ 
sent  position  to  work  in  the  Involvement 
Office.  Bums  will  be  replacing  former 
director  Marilyn  Fix. 

Miller  dismissed  Fix  from  his  cabinet  for 
refusing  to  fire  an  Involvement  staffer 
who  was  rumored  to  be  preparing  to  run 


for  ASBYU  office.  Miller  said  he  wanted 
to  avoid  use  of  the  Repper  program  for 
political  purposes. 

After  Fix  was  dismissed  the  entire 
office  staff  resigned  to  protest  her  firing. 

Bums  stated  he  is  “not  running  for 
office  this  year”  and  said  his  plans  to  work 
on  the  elections  committee  should  assure 
students  of  the  lack  of  political  motivation 
in  his  appointment. 

Bums  said  he  had  been  contacted  by 
Elections  Committee  Chairman  Randy 
Neal  about  working  on  the  committee  be¬ 
fore  Miller  approached  him  regarding  the 
position, 

Miller  said  changes  in  the  office  are 
being  discussed  that  .he  hopes  will  “high¬ 


light  the  good  aspects"  and  "eliminate  the 
negative  aspects"  of  the  office. 

Bums  said  the  office  will  be  restruc¬ 
tured  but  no  changes  are  finalized  as  of 
yet.  He  said  in  making  changes  he  will  be 
concerned  with  meeting  the  goals  of  the 
Office  of  Student  Life  for  student  develop¬ 
ment  through  participation  in  Involve¬ 
ment  programs. 

Both  chief  of  staff  and  Involvement 
director  are  cabinet  positions  filled  by 
ASBYU  presidential  appointment.  Mil¬ 
ler’s  20-member  cabinet  includes  the 
attorney  general,  elections  chairman, 
director  of  the  Research  and  Development 
Office  and  graduating  class  president, 
among  others. 


Said  Reagan,  "Our  ties  remain  unbreakable,  con¬ 
tinue  to  grow  stronger." 

Reagan  said  the  group  will  report  back  in  30  days 
—  just  after  the  Nov.  6  election  —  “on  ways  of 
strengthening  growth  and  development  prospects 
through  increased  trade  and  investment,  as  well  ss 
American  aid." 

Peres  arrived  Monday  and  rushed  through  meet¬ 
ings  on  Capitol  HDl,  at  the  Pentagon  and  the  State 
Department.  He  held  two  hours  of  talks  with 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  after  seeing 
Reagan  and  will  see  him  at  breakfast  Wednesday 
before  leaving. 

The  prime  minister  said  the  talks  included  the 
Israeli  role  in  Lebanon,  but  he  felt  no  pressure  to 
act  favorably  on  Reagan's  stalled  Middle  East 
peace  plan  —  which  includes  a  Palestinian  entity  on 


United  States.  Names  of  members  of  the  group 
were  not  released. 

Peres,  during  a  Capitol  Hill  session  with  50  sena¬ 
tors  and  representatives,  admitted  Israel  has  made 
some  unwise  economic  decisions  but  said  the  Jew¬ 
ish  state  is  determined  “to  put  its  house  in  order," 
according  to  sources  who  attended  the  meeting. 

The  sources  related  that  Peres  also  argued  the 
$2.6  billion  grant  Israel  is  to  receive  this  fiscal  year 

from  the  United  States  is  worth  less  than  half  in 
real  purchasing  power  of  American  arms  than  the 
$2.6  billion  Israel  got  10  years  ago. 

Israel's  financial  crisis,  with  inflation  running  ab¬ 
out  400  percent  a  year  now,  dominated  the  first  full 
day  of  talks,  but  Peres  also  explained  his  govern¬ 
ment’s  position  on  an  eventual  withdrawal  of  its 
troops  from  Lebanon. 


Bangerter  wants 
tax  hikes  delayed 


Bangerter  makes  tour  of  Geneva

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  -  Re¬ 
publican  candidate  Norman  Banger¬ 
ter  says  he  will  impose  a  moratorium 
on  tax  hikes  for  at  least  two  years  if  he 
is  elected  governor. 

Bangerter,  noting  that  state  taxes 
are  already  among  the  highest  in  the 
nation,  said  an  improving  economy 
will  provide  government  the  revenue 
to  fund  needed  programs. 

"I  think  people  are  sayingenough  is 
■  enough,"  Bangerter  said  at  a  news 
conference  Tuesday.  "We  don't  be¬ 
lieve  we  can  just  continue  to  raise 
taxes.” 

The  gubernatorial  hopeful  said  he 
would  be  able  to  go  four  years  without 
raising  income,  sales  or  property 
taxes,  but  only  promised  a  two  year 
moratorium  on  all  taxes. 

“We  have  a  clear  enough  picture  of 
revenues  that  I  can  categorically  rule 
out  any  tax  increases  for  the  first  two 
years  of  our  administration,”  he  said. 
"I  will  work  vigorously  to  see  that  tax 
increases  can  be  ruled  out  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  my  term  as  well.” 

Bangerter’s  opponent,  Democrat 
Wayne  Owens,  has  said  he  will  raise 

taxes  only  as  a  last  resort.

"We’ve  raised  taxes  for  flooding 
and  I'm  Saying  let’s  move  it  into 
education,"  said  Bangerter.  speaker

boost  education  budgets, 

Bangerter  said  Utah  is  ranked  14  th 
in  the  nation  in  state  and  local  taxes 


taxes  and  eighth  in  sales  taxes  as  a 
percentage  of  personal  income,  he 
said. 

“Can  we  have  the  economic  de¬ 
velopment  we'd  like  to  have  and 
assess  the  people  the  way  we  have?" 
Bangerter  asked. 

He  also  said  President  Reagan's 
economic  policies  arc  improving  the 
state’s  economy  and  predicted  it 
would  provide  up  to  a  $60  million  sur¬ 
plus  the  second  year  of  the  new  admi¬ 
nistration. 

“Some  of  it  we  may  want  to  save  for 
a  rainy  day,"  Bangerter  said.  But 
some  excess  alsb  could  be  placed  in 
other  state  programs  for  one  time  ex¬ 
penditures.  he  said,  warning  it  would 
be  “very  dangerous"  to  use  the  money 
for  continuing  expenditures.

Candy  found  with  poison 
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Japanese  extortionists  claim  responsibility 


TOKYO  (UPI)  —  Supermarkets 
cleared  their  shelves  of  all  Morinaga- 
brand  candies  Tuesday,  and  police 
appealed  to  tne  public  to  help  find  seven 
candy  packets  laced  with  deadly  cyanide 
bv  extortionists  who  call  themselves  'The 
Man  with  21  Faces." 

Police  redoubled  their  search  after  find¬ 
ing  poison-smeared  candy  in  11  of  13pack- 
ets  carrying  warning  labels  attached  by 
the  extortionists.  They  claim  to  have  slip- 
ped  20  such  packets  onto  store  shelves, 
and  seven  have  yet  to  be  located. 

The  National  Police  Agency's  appnJ  to 
the  public  l'or  help  was  vnprecedented, 
•nd  Criminal  Investigation  Board  Chief 
Akio  Kanazawa  said  the  six-month  mys¬ 
tery  hid  imperiled  police  credibility. 

But  the  candy  company  continued  to 


defy  the  $410,000  extortion  bid  despite  a 
letter  from  the  extortionists  Sunday  to 
major  newspapers  claiming  it  had  placed 
the  poisoned  candies  in  stores  from  Tokyo 


the  poisoned  candies  in  stores  irom  t  oxyo 
to  Fukuoka,  700  miles  southwest  of 
Tokyo. 

The  letter  also  threatened  to  circulate 
another  30  unmarked  packets  within  10 
days  if  its  demand  went  unmet. 

Police  believe  the  extortion  ring  is  the 
same  group  that  attempted  to  blackmail 
another  candy  group,  Ezaki  Glico  Co.,  af¬ 
ter  kidnapping  its  president. . 

In  the  incident  earlier  this  year,  the 
president  freed  himself  unharmed  after 
three  days,  and  no  poisoned  Glico  candies 
were  found.  But  its  estimated  loss  in  sales 
was  $21  million.

from  birth  defects  or  car 
crashes. 

"We  can  take  out  head 
bone  as  saw  dust  and 
make  it  into  a  plate  and 
put  it  into  an  area  where 
there  is  a  hole."  said  Dr. 
Henry  Kawamoto, 
associate  clinical  profes¬ 
sor  of  surgery-  at  the 
UCLA  Center  for 
Health  Sciences. 

“Material  also  can  be 
taken  out  in  little  chip 
or  (lakes.  Or  we  can  take 
it  out  in  strips  and  use  it 
to  build  up  noses." 

Kawamoto  said  there 
are  many  advantages  in 
harvesting  bone  from 
the  head  instead  of  the 

hip  or  ribs — a  tradition¬ 
al  source  of  material  for 
plastic  surgeons. 

“There  are  no  scars, 
that  can  be  seen,"  he 
said.  "They  are  hidden 
by  the  hair.  The  area  of 


the  donor  site,  the  head, 
is  close  to  the  area  we 
are  working  on,  the 

face. 

"The  only  pain  is  a  lit¬ 
tle  headache. 

"Many  patients  stay 
in  the  hospital  just  over¬ 
night  versus  5  to  7  days, 
the  case  when  bone  is 
taken  from  the  hip  or 
ribs.  Imagine  what  that 
does  to  cost. 

“Also,  the  patient  has 
no  nain  in  mbs  to  deal 

with  and  there  is  no 
limping  around,  as  hap¬ 
pens  when  hip  bone  is 
taken." 

Kawamoto  talked  ab¬ 
out  the  bone  gratis  from 
the  cranium  while  parti¬ 
cipating  in  an  American 

Society  of  Plastic  and 
Reconstructive 
Surgeons  seminar  at  the 
New  York  Academy  of 
Medicine. 

“Such  grafts  are  much 
sturdier,  surgeons  are 
finding,"  he  said, 

"One  approach  to  har¬ 
vesting  none  from  the 


cranium  is  to  remove  the 
outer  half  of  the  skull. 

“Because  the  skull  is 
composed  of  three 
layers  —  a  'sandwich' 
kind  of  structure  —  it  is

Redwood-cutting 
deemed  'travesty' 

SANTA  ROSA.  Calif.  (UPI)  —  A  developer 
plans  to  honor  three  noted  environmentalists  by 
naming  streets  after  them  in  a  new  condominium 
project  —  after  first  knocking  down  at  least  120 
giant  redwood  trees. 

The  Sierra  Club  is  protesting  the  plans  by  de¬ 
veloper  John  Wang,  although  another  environmen¬ 
talist  group.  Friends  of  the  Russian  River,  earlier 
failed  in  court  attempts  to  stop  the  downing  of  the 
trees. 

Wang  plans  to  name  streets  in  honor  of  Rachel 
Carson,  Ansel  Adams  and  John  Muir. 

“Thestrcet  names  are  not  just  inappropriate,  but 
are  indeed  a  symbolic  travesty,”  said  Leonard 
Swenson,  who  heads  the  local  chapter  of  the  Sierra 
Club. 

“The  whole  area  is  now  an  environmental  disas¬ 
ter,"  said  Linda  Lucey ,  a  member  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Russian  River.  "The  floor  of  the  forest  has  been 
disrupted  by  bulldozers."

New  processing  center 
consolidates  services

The  HBLI.  Reserve  Library  has  moved  to  a  new 
location  to  make  way  for  the  new  Word  and  Data 
Processing  Center. 

Students  can  now  write,  edit,  type,  print,  collate 
and  make  copies  all  in  one  room  since  the  typewri¬ 
ters.  word  processors  and  copy  machines  have  been 
consolidated  to  the  same  place. 

“As  far  a3  we  know,  there  are  no  other  universi¬ 
ties  with  all  of  these  facilities  in  one  area,”  said 
Scott  Eldredge,  supervisor  of  the  center. 

“The  whole  purpose  is  to  serve. the  needs  of  the 
students.  Hopefully  the  center  will  do  just  that,”  he 
said. 

Word  processing  in  the  library  is  a  fairly  new 
idea,  Eldredge  said.  The  center  has  six  IBM  Per¬ 
sonal  Computers  and  six  Apple  Macintosh  compu¬ 
ters,  but  it  has  the  capacity  for  33  terminals.  Four 
of  the  six  IBM  PC’s  are  reserved  for  students  who 
schedule  time.  The  other  two  are  used  for  training 
and  walk-in  use. 

Scheduling  time  on  the  IBM  PC’s  may  be  done  by 


phone  or  in  person  at  the  center.  A  maximum  of  a 
two  hour  block  may  be  scheduled  —  only  two  days 
in  advance.  Rental  cost  is  $1.80  per  hour. 

If  a  student  does  not  arrive  10  minutes  vithin  his 
scheduled  time,  the  computer  is  made  available  for 
walk-in  use.  Walk-in  use  allows  a  student  30  mi¬ 
nutes  for  minor  editing  and  printing. 

Apple  Macintosh  computers  are  available  for 
walk-in  use  on  a  first  come,  first  serve  basis.  The 
rental  cost  is  $1.50  per  hour. 

Students  wanting  to  use  the  IBM  PC’s  must  go 
through  a  training  session  orshow  competency.  No 
training  is  required  for  the  Apple  Macintosh. 

The  center  has  both  letter  quality  and  dot  matrix 
printers.  There  are  also  various  software  programs 
available.  “If  we  have  enough  requests  for  specific 
software,  then  we  will  be  happy  to  buy  it." 
Eldredge  said.  The  center  is  in  the  process  of 
buying  new  copying  machines.  It  has  the  facilities 
to  copy  materials  up  to  ll-by-17  and  can  enlarge 
materials  to  that  size.  The  center  also  does  reduc- 
.  tions  and  makes  labels  and  transparencies.

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Handicapped  to  be  discussed

The  future  of  the  handicapped,  disabled,  and 
mentally  retarded  will  be  discussed  at  a  regional 
conference  on  Thursday  and  Friday  at  the  Marriott 
Hotel  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

“Many  at  BYU  will  be  interested  in  this  confer¬ 
ence."  said  Debra  Barnes  of  the  Utah  State  Train¬ 
ing  School.  ’Those  majoring  in  special  education, 
social  work,  psychology,  gpd  premed  will  find  that 
this  conference  is  a  grea*  opportunity  for  them  to 
loam  more  about  this  important  issue." 

Topics  to  be  discussed  regarding  the  handicap¬ 
ped  include:  community  based  residential  services, 
employment,  medical  ethics  and  using  the  media  in 
increasing  public  awareness. 

Dr.  Robert  Bruininks,  University  of  Minnesota, 


and  Dr.  Tom  Bellamy,  University  of  Oregon,  will 
be  the  two  keynote  speakers.  Randall  Carlisle  of 
KUTV  and  Dr.  David  Green  of  Utah  State  Training 
School  will  also  address  the  audience. 

“The  Future  of  Community  Based  Residential 
Services"  is  one  topic  Bruininks  will  discuss. 

Another  topic  Bruiniks  will  discuss  is  the  use  of 
scales  in  the  assessment  of  fhe  handicapped's  be¬ 
havior,  Barnes  said.  He  has  developed  and  pub¬ 
lished  a  number  of  motor  and  adaptive  behavior 
tests.to  determine  ways  the  mentally  deficient  ex¬ 
press  themselves. 

“Dr.  Bruininks  studies  what  types  of  behavior 
the  clients  have,  whether  it  be  self-abuse,  rocking, 
head-banging,  hair-pulling,  or  other  ways  of  ex¬ 
pressing  themselves,"  Barnes  said.  "He  then 
teaches  them  how  to  express  themselves  in  other 
ways.”
